Most Americans Favor. Algerian Independence 


Sen. Kefauver matte it all the way to 


a vice presidential nomination on the 
strength of the racket busting hearings he 
conducted in the Senate. He clicked again 
this week when he took advantage of the 
All-Star game in Baltimore to sign up some 
of baseball's greats for appearances before 
the Senate committee conducting hearings 
on a bill to exempt professional sports from 
the anti-trust laws. 


The star witness was Casey Stengel. Mil- 


lions are familiar with Casey's talents on 
the ball field, but some may not be familiar 
with the fact that Casey has originated a 
new take-off on the English language which 
•has become known as Stengelese. 
* 
Casey was kind of on the spot as a wit- 


iiess in the first place. In regard to the 
anti-trust legislation, baseball is in a pe- 
culiar position because under 
Supreme 


Court rulings it is now exempt from the 
regulations, but professional fpotball is not. 
.That's the reason fpr the legislation. 
- 
With this in mind, Kefauyer asked Sten- 


gel why baseball owneps want this new leg- 
islation. And the sage of Yankee Stadium- 
>ound up and uncorked this one: 


• 
"I wouldn't knojv, but I imagine to. keep 


baseball going as high as baseball is as a 
sport, they have gone into baseball and 
from the baseball angle." 


Pursuing his line of questioning, the 


senator got this answer: 


"If you don't* produce on the field, you 


gel traded. Our club is successful because 
it has tlie spirit of '76. I've been in baseball 
48 years, sp ttyere must be some good in it. 
Where else can you retire'at 50 and get 
an annuity? It's a great thing for the play- 
ers. Of course, we've had some bad weather, 
but attendance has been good. They're mad 
at us in Chicagp and Kansas City, but we 
brpke attendance records there." 


The impression is that Kefauver was 


rather happy ^hpn he could dismiss Casey 
from the stand anjj turn to Mickey Mantle. 
The great slugger's testimony was bripf: 


"My views are just about the same as 


Casey's," he said. 


Congressfpnal investigators have been 


stymied many times by witnesses who in- 
voke the protection of the Fifth amend- 
ment to avpid embarrassing disclosures on 
the stand. Tty>se racketeers and five-per- 
centers could take a lesson from Casey 
S,tpngel. 


Whgt the Stats Patrol D6§s 


The frequency of questions frpm motor- 


ists about the work an$ accprop.iishmen.ts, o,f 
the state traffic patr'pl suggests that the 
public is not yei fu^y aware of the purposes 
and activities of this new state service 
"which is supported at a cost of about $2 mil- 
4lions a year. 


The patrol's most recent annual report 


may set at rest some of the doubts of the 
motoring public, including the standard 
'iquestion about the disposition of forces of 
^he 250-man enforcement division. 
' 
As Commandant L. E. Beier explains, 


these officers are not assigned blindly. The 
patrol maintains statistical records which 
phow not only the nature and the probable 
cause of highway accidents, but also their 
location. The disposition of manpower is ac- 
-cording to need, as shown by the grisly ac- 
jcident statistics, with some adjustment ac- 
cording to the forces put in the field by 
local government, especially the counties. 


The Beier report confirms what most 


observant motorists knaw about the nature 
of the highway acqideijt problem. For ex- 
ample, well over half of all acpidents out- 
side cities are caused by illegal speeds. 


It is worth noticing too that while the 


accident rate in urban localities has steadi- 
ly declined for some years, there has been 
a distressing rise in the incidence of acci- 


dents, involving fatalities and injuries, on 
{he runtl ro$ds. This fact justifies the in- 
stinpt of the legislature which three years 
ago fashioned this patrol and provided sup- 
porting appropriations. There are many 
thousands of miles of our open road that 
would not be patrolled, except for the work 
of the state enforcement agency. 


Wisconsin has made some progress in 


reducing its accident rate. In spite of the 
fact that exposure is constantly increasing 
— as more vehicles are registered and their 
owners tend to drive them more intensive- 
ly __ the 1957 death rate pf 6.6 per 100 mil- 
lion vehicle miles traveled was the lowest 
in the history of motor vehicle travel in this 
state. 


Yet there are obvious opportunities for 


improving that record. It stands well below 
the record for the nation as a whole, for 
example, suggesting that we have not yet 
fashioned safety tools as effectively as have 
most of the other states. One of those safety 
toqls, unquestionably, is constant, vigilant, 
honest enforcement of our safety laws. 


The state patrol has made a good start. 


We wish it continued success. On the per- 
formance of the present and admittedly 
modest force of officers and men will sure- 
ly depend their chance to persuade future 
legislatures of the need for more support. 


The Nesd 'or Foreign languages 


We have commented before about the 


lack or inadequacy of instruction in for- 
.eign languages, particularly in the public 
schools of Wisconsin. Courses are being 
conducted in France and Germany at this 
time that emphasize this point. 


The State department has established 


language schools at Nice and Frankfurt "tP 
•better the generally weak showing of 
United States diplomatic personnel in the 
mastery of foreign languages." The stu- 
dents spend an average of 60 hours a week 
for four months on their studies. They are 
graded according to a scale from 1, which 
means the ability to make ordinary saluta- 
tions and one-word responses, up to 5, 
which indicates knowledge equivalent to 
their knowledge of English. The instructors 
.hope to raise the level ^of ability of the 
Americans as high as 3 or to a "useful 
knowledge" of the language. 


Very likely these men have studied 


some language at home or they would not 
have been acpepted for the diplomatic serv- 
ice in the first place. Yet their ability is so 
poor that they must spend four months of a 


highly concentrated course making up for 
the inadequacy of their previous training. 
And what of the ordinary Americans in 
business abroad, in the military service, or 
traveling? 


If our instruction in such relatively 


popular languages as German and French 
is so woeful, what of the lesser known 
languages like Arabic, Russian or Chinese 
which are taught in only a fractional per- 
centage of American colleges and in no pub- 
lic elementary or secondary schools? 


Of all the nations in the world today 


which should impress on their citizens the 
importance of a bilingual ability, the United 
States ranks highest because of its leader- 
ship in the world, the immensity of its in- 
dustrial and military operations in other 
countries, the stake it has in peace and jus- 
tice in the world. But since many parents 
and some educators see the study of for- 
eign languages only as a college require- 
ment or a waste of time, we lag disgrace- 
fully behind every civilized nation in the 
world. And Wisconsin ranks last of all the 
states! 
"
